use of courts of justice and boards of 
arbitration, and of sweeping reduc- 
tion of armaments, was recommend- 
ed by the Federal Council of Churches 
In Its report to the general assembly 
of the Presbyterian church In the 
United Slates In session here. 


Publications ot the council. accord- 


Ing to'Its report, have been credited 
"on high authority" witti having had 
"no small part In creating that public 
sentiment which alone made possible 
the results which the international 
conference 
on limitation of 
arm- 
aments made achieved." 
Robert E. 


Speer is prudent of the council. 
The report represented the council 
as convinced that its work In behalf 
of Christian international relations 
"must go on with unabated energy 
until \\tir has been outlawed." 
The 


proposed declaration of international 
ideals folllows: 


"\Ve believe that nations no less 


than individuals are subject to God's 
immutable moral laws. 
"\Ve believe that nations achieve 


true welfare, greatness and honor 
only through just dealing and unaelf- 
Ish service. 


"AVe believe that nations that re- 


gard themselves as Christian have 
special international obligations. 


"We believe that the spirit of Chris- 


tian brotherhood can remove every 
barrier of /trade, color, creed and 
race. 


"We believe that Christian patriot- 


ism demand" the practice of good-will 
between nations. 


"We believe that international poll- 
tics should secure equal justice for all 
races. 


"We believe that all nations should 


associate themselves permanently for 
world peace and good-will. 


"We believe In international law, 


and in the universal use of interna- 
tional courts of justice and boards of 
arbitration. 


"We believe in a sweeping reduc- 


tion of armaments by all nations. 


"We believe In a warless world, and 


dedicate ourselves to Its achievement." 


Tho council also reported tho crea- 


tion of a commission on tho church 
and race relations and of a committee 
on mercy and relief. The report stat- 
e dthat in several of the larger cities 
"the pastors have- been brought Into 
conference with Christian employers 
and employes to consider the appli- 
cation of Christian principles to in- 
dustrial life, and to promote co-op- 
eration between the parties to Indus- 
try In the place of self-seeking and 
strife;" that a research department 
on the relations of the church to so- 
cial questions has been dedeveloped, 
and that the work of engineers and 
othe rindustrlal experts has been in- 
terpreted And made available through 
a fortnightly information service. 


"More than any other year," the 


report asserted, ""the evangelistic mis- 
sion of the churches has been at the 
heart of the council's activities. 
The 


co-operation of the evangelistic agen- 
cies of the denominations in the com- 
mission on evangelism has been more 
hearty and complete that ever be- 
fore." 
. The report recorded "steady and 
solid gain in the development of the 
co-operative work of the Protestant 
churches." 


REGRET, BUT

estimates announced today by L. L. 
Janes, agricultural statistician-of the 
United States bureau of markets and 
crop estimates in his first official re- 
port of crop damage and acreage af- 
fr-cted in the flood territory- 
The report declared that the fig- 
ures are "preliminary and subject to 
revision" and do not take into account 
the effects of the Hamburg and An- 
goia crevasses. 


Of the total acreage inundated 143 - 


945 acres were bearing crops at the 
time the flood spread over them, the 
report stated.
